Has  Done  Good  Work  ‘ 

As  for  accreditation,  for  more 
than  fifty  years  the  school  has 
done  good  work  without  ever  re¬ 
ceiving  accreditation  from  any 
standardizing  dgency. 

The  quality  of  the  work  has 
not  diminished..  However,  at¬ 
tempts  are  being  made  at  the 
present  to  secure  accreditation 
along  three  lines.  It  <wlll  take 
several  years  to  complete  this 
program.

Why  Lag  Behind 

Such  schools  are  being  estab¬ 
lished  by  other  denominations 
and  inter-denominationally 
and  Inter-  denominationally.

A  flood  pf  alarming  tax  proposals  has,bcen  let  loose 
upon  a  number  of  our  states  and  municipatties.  Measures 
to  get  additional  revenue  would  destroy  the  ^islative  dikes 
now  protecting  our  people.  If  these  should  be  swept  away 
in  the  greedy  effort  to  get  new  tax  money,  a  flood  of  gamb¬ 
ling  and  immorality  will  sweep  over  our  country.  One  such 
measure  to  legalize  and  tax  off-track'  betting  on  horse- 
racing  has  only  been  defeated  by  Protestant  church  people.

He  has  undergone  no  doubt 
the  middle^iged  spread,  and  in 
consequence  has  grown  measur¬ 
ably  lazy.  And'  by  the  same 
token,  has  grown  more  lustful. 
What  he  saw  ffom  the  roof  of 
his  palace  as  he  lolled  there,  he 
would  not  of  course,  have  seen 
had  he  been  with  his  army.  In 
that  case,  he  would  not  have 
lusted  after  his  neighbor’s  wife, 
and  in  consequence  sent  her 
husband  to  death. 

I.  ENTEB  DAVID. 

Remember  his  splendid  youth 

and  the  hardships  he  underwent 
before  he  came  to  power.  He 
said  truly  of  himself,  “The  Lord 
took  me  from  following  the 
sheep,  and  raised  me  to  the 
leadership  of  his  people.  Israel.” 

Through  all  the  period  of  his 
youth  and  early  manhood  he 
demeaned  himself  in  such  a 
manner  as  to  become  the  man 
after  God’s  own  heart.  You  will 
recall  that  he  reigned  for  seven 
and  one-half  years  at  Hebron 
and  over  Judaea. 

At  the  end  of  that  period 
came  to  him  the  representatives 
of  -the  remaining  tribes  of  Is¬ 
rael  and  said  to  him,  “You  are 
bone  of  our  bone,  and  flesh  of 
our  flesh.
